southeastern Galicia, after the cap­

Lemberg and the whole eastern G a r ­ 
cia. The right wing of the Austro- 
German army is under heavy pres­ 
sure. 
The Austrians are staggering hack 
along the muddy

of the 
Pruth 
and 
Dneister. 
abandoning 
great quantities 
of material. 
The 
roads in this region, 
always 
bad. 
have been converted into bogs by 
heavy rains. Pressing the dishearten­ 
ed Austrians are Russian soldiers in 
high spirits over their continued suc­ 
cesses and the allied victories 
iii 
France. 
The growing development of the 
operations leads to the belief that 
events are impending which will af­ 
fect the struggle on the French and 
Italian fronts and probably the out­ 
come of the Austro-Italian war in 
the Trentino. Along the entire front 
the Russians are feeling for weak 
spots.

dent Wilson is not convinced all d a n ­ 
ger in Mexico is over. The present 
crisis has passed. Carranza’s attitude 
— now one of co-operation and friend­ 
liness— gives tremendous satisfaction 
to officials. But the border danger 
still lives. Three problems are yet to 
be solved. 
Withdrawal of the punitive expedi­ 
tion. 
Co-operative border patrol. 
Cleaning up northern MexieQ and 
re-establishing of peace and order. 
However the punitive 
expedition 
will not withdraw from Mexico mere­ 
ly on the 
strength 
of Carranza’s 
friendly note, it was officially learn­ 
ed today. Indications were, however, 
that the document paved the way for 
a discussion which ultimately may 
end in withdrawal and the establish­ 
ment of border patrols by both coun­ 
tries. Any withdrawal is contingent 
upon Carranza’s 
demonstration 
of 
ability to police northern Mexico. 
Secretary of State Lansing confer­ 
red with r e s i d e n t Wilson regarding 
the Mexican note today. 
The fact that Carranza did not 
disavow^ orders to General Trevino 
to fire on American troops left a real 
issue, but officials view his reply as 
indicating a desire to clean the slate 
and start anew. 
In the absence of Secretary Lan­ 
sing. who starts his vacation tom or­ 
row, Counsellor Frank Polk will h an ­ 
dle whatever negotiations are under­ 
taken. While mediation is not alto­ 
gether out of the question, direct 
dealings between Polk and Ambassa­ 
dor Arredondo is the probable ad ­ 
ministration course. 
There are few officials who do not 
believe three months 
will see the 
American troops entirely out of Mex­ 
ico, most of the militia, if not all. 
back home and the border under the 
protection cl a strong force of regu­ 
lar soldiers. This military movement 
will he hastened by evidence of de­

troops to clean up northern Mexico. 
Tomorrow^ the president and his 
cabinet will take up this phase of 
the question.
